Chinese From San Francisco to 
Spend Fourteen Days at 
William Head. 

'Dr. Pagan Makes Some Sug- 
gestions foriProvlncia I 
Sanitary Law/ 



Since the first report of the ai)j>cnriuice 
of bubonic plague in Son Francisco, 
steamers arriving from that port have 
been compelled to stop at the AVilliiim 
Head quarantine station to uuderKo in- 
spection. Now the Dominion govern- 
ment has added to tliat regu'atiOfl one 
to the effect that all Chinese arriving 
from San Francisco must spend 14 days 
in quarantine before being allowed to 
land here. 

The provincial board of health are iiJso 
taking steps to prevent the disease get- 
ting a hold here. Dr. Fagan, the secre- 
tary, has written the Attorney-General, 
enclosing recommendations which he 
snegests should be made law. The Doc- 
tor's letter follows: * 

Sir: I linvo tlio lioiior to siil)inll ii llfilit 
resumo (If till- hlstdi-y ot hulionlc' i)lii,i;ii(>. 

As yon are uwiu-o, wo iiro now Kiirronml- 
od by tne dread disease- In tact most of 
the ports with whleli we hnvc dlicct coiii- 
luiiuktitlon are lufooted— San Francisco Ln.-- 
liiR tlio hitest. I do not wish to cause any 
«car<f, but I think 1 would be ruiulss In my 
■duty, (11(1 I not call your attention to the 
fact thai wo aro In danger, and therefore 
sliiiiilil jiropaTo. 

Tlio oxporloiico of Inteeted countries 
points to the (^hliioso and Japanese as c. 
groat Hoiiroo of (lan,!;oi-, and I thorofore I 
to sufTKf'St that thoso jiooplo bo eonipolliMl 
to llvo more In oonfuiiiilt v with our niann 
of llvliif,-. 

My siiKKestlons may lio radical, and no 
donljt win onuso loss to many, but If we 
wish to protect oursolvos, and save tlie 
coiuirry from tlio possible oxpenso of mil 
lions, we must take action. 

Wo know that should tlio plaKiio develop 
anion;; them wo would hoar nothing' of It 
tin It assuiuod such proportion as to bo Im- 
posstblo to conceal. I may add I have ^ood 
groiindH for suspect Inj; that leprosy now ex- 
ists among these people, but Is coiicealeil. 

The following regulations would, I think, 
'fairly well protect us; 

1. All Cfblunmcn nnd .Japanese to present 
themselves for medical cxandnatlon every 
six months (or every month In time of Such 
danger as at present. Certificates of health 
bo gmntcd; such certKlcate to bo produced, 
on demand, to the eo'istltutiMl authorities. 

2. Private houses and lod|,'lnR houses be 
roRlstered. Such roKlstratlon statlntr full 
jiartlculars us to owner, tenant and other 
occupants, and complote plan of building 
and si'woraso connection. 

3. AH bulldlnss occuiiied by Chinese and 
Jntianeso to be of proiior size for nnniUer 
of occupants, with adeiiuato light. 

4. In cities all Chinese ami .lapancso 
houses to have cement lloors In ba.seinont, 
and under no conditions will more than 
lino cellar or room be allowed lower than 
the street level. Such room to be cemented 
and used only as a cellar. 

5. No plgB or fowl to be kept nearer tlian 
fifty feet from dwellings. 

0. All dwellings alrcad}- In cxistenco to 
be brought to above stated rc(iulreaicnts, 
otherwise to be destroyed after one notice 
to owner or agent. 

As you are aware, J:ipau"se and ('hlnese 
arrive here In batches of as many as el^ln 
linndrod or a thousaml a; a Uiiie. Tiiey 
arf all exanilned by Dr. Watt :><. Wllllaii s 
JToad. who Is a most car •rnl and oflicloiit 
(iftlcer, but I consUlei' one iiiaf Is entirely 
niialilo to handle so ni'Uiy if the slioir tli'io 
the boats stop there. I aUj niiderslaiid 
that Chinese from San rr.iiicUc') arc c;T- 
amliied and passed 'n. If found healthy. 
Now, this should not ho aliowo'l, as the 
short dlsiuin'e froiii Han l-'raucisco to Vic- 
toria does not allow stif)l;lent time to oiapso 
from the date these poop • left I'.u infected 
port. I would, tlHTofrire, advl.se that steps 
be taken to have a!! ibcfc As'atlc-i giK'ran- 
tlncd till thorough dlslnf ?ctlon is cairiod 
out, and until time of Incaoatlon Is pas.'-ed. 

I would further nlvlse that a ^ Juianege 
and Ohlnese arriving from acrosfs the rucl- 
Ue be- quarantined, so that .i tUoiough rnd 
complete eiaraluatlon can be efTeoitd, tud 
disinfection In Its t.-iost coniiili^ro form be 
carried out. 

I would al.so advise that a more efllclent 
protection from vermin (rats and mice) be 
established regarding boats coming from In- 
fected ports.

Dr. Fagan also gives the history of the 
diseawo, its Bymptoms, etc. After refer- 
ring to the causes, he says: 

•' There are many other characteristics, 
but the above will suffice for our use. 
Applied to our own conditions, what do 
we find? Clean, dry, well-lighted and 
aired homes are our best protection, 
wliile overcrowding (which causes moist, 
low heat), darkness and filthy surround- 
ings lire a constant menace. And where 
do we find eueli conditions? To a nicety 
you will get them in the Chinese quar- 
ters in Victoria and other places. I 
sincerely trust the disease will not get a 
lootliolcl in our country, but if it doee 
the present condition of Chinatown will 
hold it." 

'J'hc symptoms arc set forth as fol- 
lows: 

'• The condition ot declared illness is 
jireccded by warning symptoms, some- 
times ot an hour'.s iiii'i .suraetimes of a 
day's duration. Those are pallor, de- 
j)res.sion, pains, headaclie, thirst, loss of 
appetite. The onset of the disease is 
trequcntly sudden, with sharp, burning 
or dull pains on the spot on which later 
the glandular inflammation or carbuncle, 
or the pneumatic manifestation appears. 
This is followed by a sensation of cold, 
culminating in a severe, shaking chill, 
succeeded by fever. Tlio fever may last 
an hour or a day before the local symp- 
toms appear. 

" The onset of the disease is almost 
invariably accompanied by a feeling of 
dizziness in the head. This may in- 
creaso to a painful roaring, aceomponied 
liy indications of great weakness and 
failing jpower to. control,' the limbs. 
Nausea, and vomiting frequently . accom- 
pany tihig.'conditioh,' iind not'infrdquently 
■weaknesa of the heart to the point of 
collapse." • 

The method in which the epidemic is 
communicated is quoted almost verba- 
tim: 

" It has been demonstrated that plague 
.spreads slowly'nfter its introduction. In 
many instances it has been found to be 
■confinetl to" the family in' which the first 
case occurred and to persons who have 
«ome in contact with the plague patient. 
It will then make its appearance in 
neighboring hou8Cs,or in a distant quar- 
ter to which' it i ha8,,been .cpttTcyed by 
persons who bare been in contact with

the plague patient. In this manner the 
disease fixes itself when it has found a 
favorable soil, and remains unnoticed 
during weeks and months, when ij*pftf rf 
develops quite rapidly, and reacEc8«-:t. 
mnximum at first, by quick and then ii..' 
slow degrees. Its extinction is often 
only apparent. 

"An. important feature in the condi- 
tions affecting ..plague is the disposition 
of the disease -to confine itself to separate 
dwellings and to discriminate among the 
persons resident there. When the per- 
sons aCected are removed from the 
house, further infection may by care be 
prevented. 

" The plague germ is received into the 
lymphatic system of a healthy organism 
by small unobserved injuries to the epi- 
dermis, slight scratches, llon-bitcs and 
the like. In other cases it may be taken 
in by way of the mucous of the mouth 
or throat, the nostrils, or may be takefi 
into the bronchial tubes by way of the 
respiratory passages. 

That these various means of infection 
from man to man constitute an open 
oor for transmission where an unclean 
people live- in close, dark ami crowded 
houses is apparent. When' light anil 
air are freely admitted and cleanliness 
Iirovails, plucue liiids no soil for an epi 
deinic spread. 

" Direct or indirect transmission of 
infection from man to man is not the 
only moans of the spread of the plague. 
Many circumstances in the outbreak and 
sproa.i of this disease are explained by 
the fact that animals living in the vicin- 
ity ot men are attacked by fatal epi- 
demics. Of these animals rata are the 
most important. 

" Plngne-infectcd rats are dangerous 
not only to their own kind. They easily 
inffcct liuinan dwellings, as plague-infect- 
ed rats generally lose their fear of man 
and not infrequently die in the houses. 
Mice may play a similar part, if not one 
as apparent or pronounced."

A meeting of the opposition candi- 
dates, Messrs. I'ooley, Hayward and 
-lliggins, was. held in the school room. 
Ksquimalt town, last night, Mr.' K. Mc- 
Kcnzic presiding. 

Mr. Pooley, in opening his address, 
said that the questions of the day were 
largely couliued to but one — state owner- 
ship of railways. lie first referred to 
the strange pass in which things in the 
province hud been brought by the action 
of Governor Mclnnes, with the assist 
auce of Mr. Joseph Martin. The action 
of the former in calling on Mr. Boaveu 
to form a goverumeut, after having 
wrongly dismissed the Turner govern- 
ment. The bouse -nns the only place in 
the province where the voice ot 
the people con be heard as a 
people, and in uo other province in the 
world has a bouse been treated as the 
local assembly bad been by (jovernor 
Mclnnes, Mr. Pooley thou went into 
tlie history of the former dismissals in 
the provincial history, notably that uf 
Mr. It. Beaven himself, when he lost the 
confidence of the (.Irown and was dis- 
missed by the then governor, Uon. C. h\ 
Cornwall. This was the constitutional 
way of getting rid of a government. But 
this was not the way that Mr. Mclnnes 
hud gone to work. The chhrge made 
against Mr. Turner and given as the 
reason of his dismissal was trivial and 
false to the last degree— that of attempt- 
ing to get money out of the treasury by 
means of blank warrants. Thrr method 
of checking up amounts drawn on 
vouchers by the auditor was explained, 
and the utter childishness of supposing 
that any other use could be made of the 
blank vouchers than that stated by the 
auditor was pointed out with much force, 
and was loudly applauded. No doubt 
Mr. Mclnnes thought that, owing to tbo 
groat cry of corruption made use of by 
the opponents of the Tumor government, 
there was something In it, and by put- 
ting in a hostile government they could 
unearth great scandals. But after two 
years' work they had not yet succeeded 
in one single instance. 

Mr. Pooley said that be for one bad 
Btroi.gly opposed the entry of Mr, Mc- 
lnnes' son into the Turner government, 
and the excuse was made about the 
blank warrants to turn the government 
out in revenge. As soon as Mr. Scmlin 
got rid of Mr. Martin (Mr. Mclnnes' 
friend) it was apparent that the Govei^ 
nor began to make notes of little matters 
against Mr, Scmlin, in order to turn him 
out as soon as the total was, in hia mind, 
groat enough. Young Mclnnes had 
left Ottawa nnd come out here to assist 
Mr. Martin. Mr. Martin had, too, re- 
cently announced at a meeting that Mr. 
Mclnnes was out in the Martin interest. 
Everything pointed to Mr. Mclnnes as a 
supporter of Jlr, Martin. 

Mr. Pooley then tooliiiup the mattfr of 
goveriinient ownership of railways and 
showed that li fiscal policy altogether 
different from ours was iieces.sary in the 
lirst place. All we had was ilin'ct ta.\- 
tion. Mr. Martin bad said the railway 
> Koatenay would be JlKI miles, wliere- 
as to reacli jliat.part of the |>roviiu-e the 
line Would lie -lUd miles, and his iiro|iiisal 
airy farniiiig iiroduce from hero all 
the way to Kooteiiay. some 40(1 miles, 
and comjieto witli fariiierK not miles 
from the niaiUet, was all cliiplrap. He- 
sides, where was the luoney to come 
from to repav the Ui,l>Ol),(M)0 or -fliO,- 
000,000 which this lino would cost. With 
a iiopnlation ot about 2iK),00(l, how coulil 
enough be raised to pay interest and 
linking fund. It would simply mean 
that the province would be swamped. 
Mr. Martin had said he would simply 
drop it — this was a very llippant way for 
a Premier to speak, as what was lo be 
done with the debt ot so many millions 
which would be incurred. Another fea- 
ture was that government railway 
would become a large political machine. 
To this objection Mr. Martin had said, 
"Oh, v.-e will put it umler a commission." 
But who would appoint the conimisaiou? 
Why, Mr. Martin and his friends, which 
certainly brought it into politics. 

In order to facilitate tho» development 
of the province, particularly to meet the 
nece«sities of Kootenny, the Turner gov- 
ernment had borrowed money for new 
roads nnd buildings and now Mr. Martin 
came forward and promised that he 
would do the naine tiling. During the 
time the s|ieaker had been connected 
Willi tile Turner governnieiit and its ])re- 
decessors the revenue had iniTeased from 
5;i.".;{,(K10 in 188:! to over .f l,7;!tl,()0() in 
lSi)8: and this woiilil go to show that 
those governnieiits had siiont the money 
to goo advantage, developing the prov- 
iiici. with l!ie result t^hown. 

Mr. .Martin had nskeil why he was 
calleil a dangerous man, and Jlr. Pooley 
thought that, as the man who bad bad 
I .large of all the legisljit ioii which hiid 
proved so disastrous to British Coluin- 
liia. Mr. Martin bad lii.s answer. The 
repudiation of aid to the various rail- 
ways granted by the previous house was 
then lOferred to, and Mr. Martin's 
egregious errors in coniioction therewith 
pointed out. The disaster caused to 
Kootenay by the insertion of the eight- 
hour clause in the mining act was de- 
scribed, and while Mr. Poole.v said that 
while he was not against eight hours 
b(>ing a day's labor, he did not believe in 
stopping any man from earning more 
than a scant living and finally bringing 
up in the Old Men's Home. To enforce 
the eight-hour law as at present framed 
simply meant to drive the thrifty, hard- 
working miners out of Kootenay. Ott 
the !)th June Mr. Martin nnd Mr. Mc- 
lnnes would both bo consigned to 
oblivion, as far as this province wns con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Higgins was the next to address 
the meeting, and was satisfied that the 
picture of the condition of the province 
if government owner.-uip of railways be- 
came an actual fact in Itritish Columbia, 
as pictured by Jlr. I'ooley, wa.s a very 
faithful picture indeed. in fact, tills 
plank in Mr. jMartin's platform would 
bring the whole structure down about, 
his oars on the Otb .Tune, (.-\pplause.) 
Mr. Higgins went into this feature of 
the contest at some length, and quoted 
from articles and letters which appeared 
in the Colonist lately. He al.so in- 
stanced the many failures which bad 
overtaken the building of railways by 
governments. Mr. Frn.«er, although he 
said that the people of Eaquiuinlt were 
the most intelligent lot he had ever met, 



had Issued au address, part of which— 
Tfith - reference to state railways — was 
what Mr. Martin might call, '.the rankest 
kinr|>6f- poppy-cocfc'V"- • -.li:^- 

The treatment accorded ^.^emlln by 
the Llcutenant-Gdv^raorMWa; Jffie 'fcrmer 
;was defeated fairly'' anfiliMrely on the 
lirst day of the last soBsIon was contrasted 
with the constitutional methods as followed 
In other British colonies, and Mr. Martin's 
backing and lUUng In the matter ot aiding 
In the defeat of the Seinlln government 
were detailed by the s|)eak(!r, who related 
the part he had taken In bringing about the 
llnal defeat of that jiarty. .Mr. IllggUui 
was heartily in favor ot any legislation that 
will put u stop lo Oriental Immigration, 
and had as he thought the Chinese, he was 
of opinion that the Japanc.'<e as at present 
crowding In were even worse, us they 
worked their way Into everything. He was 
Informed that they had now made applica- 
tion for the franchise, and this should 
never be submitted to. 

In closing, Mr. Higgins read from a print- 
ed reply of Mr. Martin to a cpiostlon by 
the board of trade of HVinnlpeg, stating that 
he was entirely opposed to the government 
ownership of railways, and the speaker 
asked the voters to thlnU this over and 
ask Ml'. Martin how he coul-U reconcile his 
present platform with what he snld In M"'!- 
Itoba a few years ago. From a personal 
canvass he knew that the Martin candidates 
had absolutely no status whatever with the 
people of Esquimalt district, nnd votcrd 
who cast their votes for ilartln there sim- 
ply threw their votes Into thi? harbor. 

Mr. Hayward then addressed the meeting. 
As regards Mr. .Martin, he thought that 
that geiitloiiian was utterly unKcrnpiilou 
Although Mr. Martin had been attoriio: 
general a year ago iiohody had lioanl that 
the (3. I*. IJ. owed the province one cent 
Itut Just now, when there waa nn elec- 
tion on, he took great credit to himself that 
he bad collected back lumber dues from 
that railway. The method followed by Mr 
Martin In dealing with the Vancouver Coal 
Company In connection with the crown 
grants issued b.v the Kemlln gnvernnient 
and his attempt to get Mr. n. Smith Into 
the cnlilnet on a promise not to further 
push the litigation against the conl com- 
pany, proved Mr. Martin an exceedingly 
dangerous num. 

Mr. Mi-.rt Ill's proposal to enact and re- 
enact ant iriilnese legislation could only 
show a spirit of defiance, and was not the 
best wa.v In which the curse should he cor- 
rected. For Ills own pari, he dlil not em- 
ploy Chinese, nil Ids farm help being while, 
but lictli Chinese iiiid .Japanese linmlgratlon 
should JO stopjieil. 

.\s lo government ownership of railways, 
ilr. Martin's own exporleuee In JIanltoha 
hould sjitlsfy hini and every voter that It 
was an utter failure. The crude legislation 
ot Mr. Martin had made It necessary for 
him. In his present platform, to advocate 
the repeal of a great many of his own acts, 
Mr. Hayward then eonclsely elucldiitod li'.> 
prluclplca as landowner lo iilat- 
form, and proinlsi'd. If elected, to do his 
best to carry out thoso Ideas, always pro- 
mising that he was entirely opposed to Mr. 
.loseph .M.irtln and all Ills works.

tracts of farming land to be found on 
the islanii. Tor esamplp, olops Ihe east 
eoasi of the Island almost nil the way to 
•Seymour Narrows there is a wiilo strip 
of heavily timbered land that when 
ele.ireil will make ex-ellrnt farms. The 
eost of clearing it is great. :is every one 
knows, so mneh so that althougli it 
pay« to invest niouoy in clearing up siu h 
land, comparatively few people have the 
eoii.-:ige to attempt it. When thi' heavy 
timber bus been rein.>veil the e.\pi>nse of 
th(^ work is greatly reduced. This will 
lead to the early oceupation of the land 
by farmers. The state of Washington 
afforiis an example of this, for there 
farmers have taken up similar huid. vi-ry 
readily. In the meantime most of this 
land will remain unoccupied, anil per- 
b.ips it is as well that it should. Tre-i- 
ileiit Hill of ihe Creat .Northern railway 
has on sever:il iH-ea.-ioi.< t..|,l tie- iieeph- 
of the slate n( Washin^'lim that the liiii- 
lier u'l-owing on their uplands i.s worth 
to ;hem more than eor.ld be rniseil in 
i-roji off the saute land, if cleared, in a 
lifetime. There is very inueh in this, 
and we confess that nmeh lis we wish to 
.see \ aiiconver Islaiul occ\i[)ied by pros- 
liermis settlers, if wmdd be with con- 
siderable -/egret that we wouhl witness 
whi>lesale destruction of our fori^ts even 
for the poriiose of iinikiiig farms. Thi' 
market for oiii- timber is ahoui to ex- 
panil, not only in Soiitli .\.frica. Inil in 
Eastern Asia, for after the present di.s- 
turbed conditions existing in the latter 
regimi have been terminated, there will 
be inaugurated a perio'! oi' development 
that will be rai)id and far-reaching. 
Wherever modi-rn civilization is intro- 
duced, there a great demand for timber 
springs up of necessity, and China must 
draw upon us for her supply. China is 
not a tiiid)ereil country, and there is no 
source niinii wh'cli she can draw as read- 
ily as upon British Columbia. I-'or years 
to come the great forests of .Siberia will 
be unavailable, because of the fin-t that 
the rivers draininj; tliein all run into the 
.Vrclii: Ocean, and con-cipieiitly the tim- 
ber can only 'be brouglit out by rail. This 
will ultimately be provided, but long be- 
fore it comes about, the Oriental market 
will have cn-aled on this Island and on 
our Miiiiilaml an iinmen~e liiiiber indus- 
try. The prctfent Siberian railway does 
not enter the forest bdt, although there 
is said to he a large, well-timbered re- 
gion lying to the south of the railway line 
and drained by the river .Vmiir, that is 
not very difficult to get at from the rail- 
way, but even if this proves to be Ihe 
cuijc, its output cannot bo placed in com- 
petition with ours, f jr tlie reason that 
our forests are so near the ocean, and 
the demand in Cliiiia will also be frmn 
points easily aecetssibl,- from the ocean. 
We look forward witli great conlidence 
to an early and rapid increase in our 
export of timber, and this means more 
than can easily be calculated for the 
province.

In .\ew /.eiilaiid, wliieli is ilie i-olnny 
to whicli most freiiiient refereui-e is minle 
ill thi.s eoniieetion, the railwiiyw cost n 
liiiie under !!:H),U1«) iK'r mile, showing 
tliai governnicut constrm-t ion is not 
specially ei-oiioiiiii-al. 'I'licre an- in this 
colony 2.000 miles of railway, so that 
the iiiteriiaj carrying trade of the coun- 
try is almost entirely in the liands of the 
government. There is one iuiportiml 
lirivate lim-. The running expenses id: 
the latter anuniiited las' year to -1', per 
cent, of llu' total eai-iiint.', while Ihe i;un- 
iiiiig e.vpenseti o£ llie goveriuneiil lines 
wer,. over O;. per cent, of tlie gross earn- 
.iiir, making a grenl liifferenee in favor 
of Ihe ni,in:i^'eiuent of the private line. 

The while populntioii of .\ew Zealand 
is a little over (iOT.IHH), and the reviaiue 
is upwards of $25,000,000. Dedticting 
from the latter the earnings of the rail- 
\vays ami the tcrritoriii 1 revenue, so as 
lo arrive at the amount id' laxalioii, and 
we h,ivc ,'?lT.l24r),l)IMI cniiti-iliUti'd by the 
people in Uw form of some kind of taxes, 
whii'h is ,$li8..j(> iier head, 'J'liis is a 
very large eum, and we fancy the voters 
of British Columbia wiil think a long 
time before they will grow eiinmored of 
the New Zealand system, which places 
such enornious burdens upon the people. 
For the privileges of owning their rail- 
ways, the people of New Zealand are 
paying, over and aliove what tbi'y con- 
Iribiite in the u.iv of pii.ssenger fares and 
freight charges, 'the sum of ^1,230,000 
every year in direct taxes. There may 
be rtoni(>thiug about this that commends 
it-self to riTe iniuds of the people of Brit- 
isli Columbia, 'but wu tail to see iwhat it 
can bi^. 

There are. of course, no Statistics in 
tlie ollicial year hooks to enable us to 
judge of the character of the nccomiiio- 
dation furnished diy 'the' N(w Zealand 
rrUways, but the statement is made else- 
where that it is of an inferior kind. t^Vs 
nearly as we can gather from the re- 
turtis the average mileage charge upon 



III soiiK- of the A'anccuver Island con- 
stituencies very great stress is laid upon 
the question of Oriental exclusion as an 
issue at this election, and the advocates 
of provincial interference in this matter 
think also that steps should be taken to 
drive out of the country the Chinamen 
already resident here. The question 
calls for much consideration, because it 
is important that there should be no 
misapprehension of Ihe power of the 
local legislature to deal with it. Not- 
withstanding all that has been said and 
written on the piunt. there still lingers in 
the minds of many people the belief that 
the local house has the power to exclude 
aliens from tin- country. \\'e therefore 
state in the inosi emphatic way -.ve can 
think of that the loi-al li>gisiature has no 
power whatever to deal with the esclu 
sion of Chinese or .Tapanese or any one 
else from British Ccdumbia. That power 
rests exclusively witn the parliaiiu-nt of 
Canada. The Confederation -Vet, whie-h, 
wlii'lber we like it or not. is the law of 
the land, expressly ,says that the parlia- 
ment of Canada has exclusive control of 
such subjects, and if our legislature were 
to pass an exelnsion law it would be 
promptly set aside by the courts, ev<'n if 
it were not disallowed at once by the 
(iovernor-General. There is no excuse 
for any mistake on this point, for the 
law Is as clear as the sun at noonday. 

But it is argued tliat if we cjinnot keep 
these people out of the country we can 
diivt' them out of business and so compel 
Ibeni to leave. It lias been decided by 
the courts that we cannot pass laws in 
the province affecting the standing ot 
aliens here. The rights of aliens a> 
such are under the jurisdiction of tin 
parliament of Canada. Moreover, it has 
already lieen demonstrated that if a 
inovince undertakes to pass laws inter 
tering with the rights of the subjects of 
a foreign power with wlioiii the Empire 
is on friemlly terms, it will be promptly 
disallowed without waiting for any one 
to invoke the interference of the courts 
So well settled are these points that all 
Mr. Martin proposes to do is to pass 
laws time after time, notwithstanding 
their disallowance, until the Imperia 
government is forced to yield. 

Smuc people, however, imagine that 
there is a much easier way to get at Uie 
same point, namely to impose a tax upon 
every person who employs a Chinese 
male servant. In support ot such n 
policy it is claimed tout ii similar law is 
in force in Great Britain. This is of a 
piece with most of the arguments of a 
certain class of politicians. There is no 
suc h law in Great Britain. There is a 
small lax upon a person who keeps ser- 
vants ill livery, but it is not designed to 
keep people from employing servants 
who wear livery, but as an easy means 
of making well-to-do people contribute 
something to the revenue. The advo 
cate.s of this special tax go so far as to 
fix the amount of it. They say it ought 
to bo ifuO a year. Well, suppose it was, 
what winild the effect be? If Chinese 
and Japanese were called upon to choose 
between leaving the v.-ountry and taking 
less wages, they would probably choose 
the latter. Take a Chinese domestic 
who gets say §15 a month. This is lower 
than the best get, but we are taking the 
lowest amount, for if the argument holds 
good in their case it rtdli hold good with 
tlie higher priced servants. T'his class 
of Cliinnmeii would find their wages re- 
duced about 2,") per cent. Would they 
he driven out ot the country V We 
doubt it. Even .$11 or ,'i;l2 a month and 
board would be mutii better than they 
could hope to do in China. Probably in 
luactiee the burden of the tax would be 
divided between tile employer and the 
servant. It would mean that the „'m- 
ploycr would have to 'pay a little less 
wjiges than before, but would have to 
make up more than the difference by an 
addition to his taxes. The consequence 
wmild be that people of small means 
might leel compelled to do without hired 
help. The tax would not be a serious 
matter to those in better circumstances, 
for, as we have said, a part of it, if not 
the wholi, would be paid by the servant. 
Depend upon it, as long as the Chinese 
lire in the country, they will get w-ork at 
siuiielliing, and even if they can be 
driven out of city households and from 
the fnnns, they will be found competing 
ill other walks of Industry with white 
labor. We can only get rid ot tin; Chi- 
nese by adopting a policy which will 
prevent them from coming into the 
country, and the only legislature in the 
world that can do this is the parliament 
of Canada. 

But it will be asked: Can nothing be 
done with the Chinese 'now in tlie prov- 
ince? We admit that this subject is one 
that will bear investitgation. In his card 
to the electors of North Nanaimo, Mr. 
John Brydea speaks of satiitary !n.s-..:-:- 
tion that will limit the number of in- 
mates in dwellings. Jllr. Bryden does 
not say that this is aimed at the Chinese, 
but it will apply to them. The local legis- 
lature can certainly stop, the huddling 
together of scores of the Asiatics in 
small apartments. It can compel them 
to conform to Western ideas of annita- 
tlon and thus render their cost of living 
greater, which will prevent them from 
■\c(it;tlng.the rate of wages and put them 
more upon a par with white people in 
competition. If this can be done, the

result would probably be that the Chi- 
nese now in Britisli Columbia would 
spread over the whole Dominion, and if 
the supply from the Orient were cut off, 
either by a high head tax or some such 
provision as the Natal Act, wo would 
soon lind ourselves freed from Chinese 
competition. This is tlie line along 
which the local legislature can proceed. 
It has its limitations, but we say, with c 
full conviction of the Importance of 
what we say, that wo believe Mr. Bry- 
den has pointed out the most efflclent 
way ot dealing with the Chinese ques- 
tion by our legislature. It will doubt- 
less be found necessary to go further 
than he suggests, but if we keep Chi- 
nese from coming in, we can reduce the 
seriousness of their competition with 
white labor of those who remain, by 
compelling them to conform to the con- 
ditions under which white laborers live.

But beyond iUl this there was one great 
qULiitioii at present before the province, 
tliat ot eiHiMtituiional riflits, and this tlie 
public would in their uiiKht regain and 
plaee the N'aneuuver ^Vurld and the 
liesh and the devil in tlioir provincial 
role.s, where llu'y should be, this week, 
beneath the [jiuple's feet. (Applause.) 

Mr. Turner, on being called upon, took 
up the coustitutioual (luestiou of the 
preseut crisis. Quoting the Times of 
tlie 'M\.h. of May, he read a letter of T. 
ii. E. Mclnnes relative to the corres- 
pondence regarding the uegotiations by 
\vhich .Mr. W. ^\■. M. Mclnnes was to 
enter the cabinet, bringing with him two 
other menjbers to the support of Mr. 
Turner's party. By Clis letter Mr. Tur- 
ner was charged with having been sU(iUt 
about the matter for over two years. It 
had not beeu placed in the memorial 
sent from this province to the federal 
authorities at Ottawa, and iusomuch as 
it was a most important matter, if true, 
should nave there found a place. But 
this matter had been placed in the 
memorial. It was also to be found in 
the letters appended to the memorial. 

(Mr. Turner here read the sections of 
the memorial, as well as from the let- 
ters). 

llogarding the floor of the house, he 
iMr. Turner) hud, according to the jour- 
nals of the legislature, brought it up 
there again. Mr. Turner claimed also 
to have brought it up at several meetings 
of the preseut campaign. Thus it was 
quite clear that Mr. T. It. 10. Mcluues 
was quite wrong in tlie statementa in 
his letter. 

This subject migtit not be of the most 
t»leaBant sort, but it was closeiy hinged 
upon the coBBtitutional rights of the 
people of the province, l^he elections 
had resulted in a tie, and on ithe 14th ot 
July, just after the elections, the Gover- 
nor refused to sign certain warrants for 
moneys voted by the house, also to sign 
the orders for some appointments. On 
the 18th of July, however, the letter of 
Mr. T. B. £). MdCnnes had been written 
to Mr, Turner, opening up the negotia- 
tions above referred to. Then the ne.vt 
day came the strange happening that 
the Governor actually signed the war 
rants which he had five days before re- 
fused. (Applause.) The Governor then 
dismissed his ministry, wiUiuui waiting 
for the calling together of the house, and 
allowing the people, through their repre- 
sentatives, to pronounce upon the matter. 
This the Governor claimed was strictly 
constitutional, but how did he act on a 
more recent occasion? It was but three 
months ago that he called Mr. Martin to 
power. Then, however, he did not seem 
to care so much for strict constitutional- 
ity. He allowed his minister to remain 
in power without going baclc to his con- 
stituency. He did even more— he allowed 
him to take in anybody to his cabinet 
He allowed him to take in men whoso 
lesignation even he held in bis trousers 
pocket when their appointment was 
made.. Once be refused to sign war- 
rants, but now he does so re^larly; 
moreover, he issues special warrants, 
orders for the payment ol money that 
had not been voted by the house. So 
much for the constitutional rule of the 
Governor and his one adviser. They 
have persisted in offering indignity and 
shame to the people by trampling upon 
their rights of self-govertament. To-day 
the people do not rule. They have for 
three months been robbed of their heri 
tage, and that upon tiie advice of the 
man who would to-day be returned to 
power at the head of a government. 
And that man the people know that they 
cannot trust, for already he has shown 
bis love of rule by manufacturing a 
majority, whether t<ie people wisoed it 
or not 

Again the Governor was not satisfied. 
A few months after he had dismissed 
the Turner administration, he came out 
with certain charges regarding. tho pub- 
lic funds. They were charged with 
being swindlers, and it was promised 
that these matters would be investigated 
in the house. But the promises were 
never kept; matters wore allowed to 
drift along, and at last, but without any 
manliness on his part, the Governor is 
said to have admitted that ho had made

a mistake over bis cruel charges. The 
old government was said to bave been 
discharged, too, for its incapacity. The 
Governor's choice then should have im- 
proved the situation. But in this there 
was a signal disappointment. When bis 
government had gone out the public 
credit bad stood high, but under their 
successors it had fallen terribly low, and 
the good name of British Columbia been 
tarnished as well. 

Mr. Turner then took up the railway 
(luestion and demonstrated by compari- 
son with the policy of his administratiou 
that the Martin programme was both 
extravagant and disastrous. His speech 
was most unfortunately cut short by the 
half-hour time limit, and he sat dowu 
amidst prolonged applause. 

Senator Macdonald then followed with 
a tew remarks. He did nul desire to 
advise the electors, liui could not close 
his eyes !o the most unsatisfactory con- 
dition of public affairs at the present 
time. And this was so far gone that 
no mock modesty should be allowed to 
interfere. If the (Jovernor had de- 
graded the province he must bear the 
brunt of it. His dignity ought to be re- 
spected, but when he strays from consti- 
tutional lines, when he tries to make a 
place for his son, when he shows himself 
as markedly partial, then he cannot be al- 
lowed ta shield himself beneath the man- 
tle of the representative of the Queen. 
For many jears the speaker claimed to 
have followed closely the politics of the 
province, and had known every governor 
that the province had had, but he had 
never known such a state of things to 
arise before. For the present turmoil 
and all the commercial loss wa:i due to 
but one man, and that man was the 
Governor. An old friendship had exist- 
ed between them, but under such acts of 
partizan bias, that could not now but 
cease. 

Of Mr. JIartiu he had but little to say. 
The Premier had nothing to lose. Ue 
had everything tcv gain. But upon Gov- 
ernor Mclunos all the blame must fall. 
The time had come for the province to 
take matters in its own hands, and by 
its vote show that he could not select ue 
from the dregs of the people to offices of 
public dignity. The Governor must be 
turned down. 

At the recent meeting in the A. O. 
II. W. hall, some BIr. Kirkwood had 
accused Mr. Turner as a thief and rob- 
ber. Mr. Kirkwood might be in the 
hall, and if so he was challenged to put 
his iingcr upon one dishonest act on the 
part of Mr. Turner or his government. 
(Cheers.) They carried on in a stable 
way, in a progressive way, and in an 
honest way. 

He would not comment upon Mr. Mar- 
tin's past morality or immorality. His 
promises were quite enough to demand 
his downfall. S.>. too. was his treat- 
ment by his warmest /riends. Even the 
very Governor wlio had called him to 
office had but a short time ago dismissed 
him from a cabinet position. He had 
been squeezed out by liis own friends, 
and had not a follower to share his as- 
cension to power. 

The speaker was sorry to see some 
people in this city espouse his canse. 
But they did it with their eyes open to 
the fact that tliey would lose their votes 
in so doinf;. It was quite impossible for 
the I'reinier to be returned to office. 

A short time ago Messrs. Turner, Hnll 
and McPhillips had gone back to the 
people for re-olcction. Then the BtrOBg- 
cst of tlio Liberals had boon against 
them, but now all that power was at 
their backs, and there was no doubt 
that, with Mr. Hclmcken, they woviW 
sweep the city, (Loud applause.) 

Mr. George K. I'owtdl was then intro- 
duced and advanced to the front of tlie 
stage amidst much applause. He plunged 
at once into the questions of the day, 
making liis points with a freshnct-s and 
lirilliancy that not only carried tlieni 
well homo but so pleased the huge as- 
sembly that again and again they cried 
for him to go on. There were some 
plaiikfl in the government platform that 
it might be ticklish to tackle, Mr. Powell 
said, but the best of them were sadly af- 
fected by the personality of the man 
whose name appeared below them. From 
tlie experience of this province with the 
Martin-Ryder government the public 
might well be tardy in placing too much 
faith in the promises. 

Tlie Premier boasted of his eternal 
principles. He declares that lie will 
nevi'r forsake them, but wliat does iiis 
record say. To-day lie )iri'aclics the 
government ownership of milwiiys, in 
1890 to the Trades and Labor Couiioil of 
Winnipeg he stated most emphatically 
that he was opposed to tliiit prlncii)ii'. It 
is for the electorate to judge where "the 
eternal" does come in. Again in 
he luul been a party to the transfer of a 
government road, the lied River railway 
to the Northern Pacilic. lie had even 
givi a that company Sl.T.'iO a mile to tako 
it ulf the governniciil's liands. Perhajis 
by "eternal" he meant the time it took 
to get his cabinet filled. 

Ill 1803 ho had made the .'i;200 deposit 
by caiidichites the law in .Manitoba. To-' 
day he op[)Ofie.s this eterntil prinoiple, 
iiut then Ill-day liis caiiilidates keep com- 
ing to him. for that same .$200 of cold 
cash. 

Last year he opposed the borrowing of 
money to build roads throughout this 
country. To-day he promises everywhere 
that he -will borrow .$1,000,000 for that 
very purpose. 

All these promises were of a pipcc. 
Thoy were dictated by time, and not for 
eternity. They showed more cunning 
than they did sagacity. Tliey wore 
prompted by expediency rather than by 
principles. 

To-day he prates about the Mongolian. 
He would go to the tllrone of the Fni- 
Iiire with a club in one hand and a tc- 
onacted bill in the ofjier. At Comox. the 
siieaker lijard Cory Ryder was packing 
hks grip ami inquiring the price of cut- 
rate tickets. Perhaps he thought of 
going to.

.\^'aill. after the Premier's lirst niis- 
sionaiy inur be hail ilecidi-il to ;-un hies 
air line only in .Midway. Hni at Mid- 
way he would meet that terrilile octopus, 
the" t'.P.R. Would the tail then wag 
the (log or would tlie dog wag the .Martin 
tail'.' On this point the I'remier did not 
•ieeai .sound. 

The statemiMits of his followers about 
the air line were interesting, too. At 
New Westminster .Mr. Bniwii had re- 
cently stated that it would cost $8,U0O a 
mile. Mr. Perry .Mills, however, knew 
better than the Minister of Finance, and 
gave out §15,000 as the proiier ligure. 
-Mr. Mills, of course, followed the guid- 
ing spirit. lie danced close behind the 
I'remier. Like the man in the story in 
I'uck, he would even run at a funeral to 
kee|) up with hini, and the country would 
willingly give Mr. Mills a good chance tJ) 
run behind the funeral on Saturday 
ne.xt. All the pall-bearers could follow 
Martin then. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Powell then reminded the audi- 
ence that they all stood on common 
ground. They were aiming at a com- 
mon good, saving the country from a 
common danger. Liberal and Conserva- 
tive, let them all come on. keep step to 
the same musii;, and' right the wrongs 
under which the province to-day suffers. 
(Prolonged applause.; 

-Mr. McPhillips was received with loud 
applause. He paid a tribute to the very 
admirable speech delivered by Mr. 
Powell. He called attention to the issue 
before the electors. It was a most seri- 
ous question which had to be solved. The 
gentleman at the head of the govern- 
nieut was a menace to the welfare of 
the country. Ready he was at all times 
to bring the country to a state of blood- 
shod; but did ho ever shoulder his mus- 
ket as the boys in South Africa had 
done? (Cries of "No!") But to look 
closely into the issues of the day, could 
they expect capital to llow into a country 
in which capital was ^et against labor, 
and where strife was rampant?

Taking up the iiuestion of the govern- 
ment ownership of railways, the speaker 
read the letter from Mr. Martin written 
in 1800, in which ho expressed himself 
as opposed to the government ownership 
ot railways. Why his change of atti- 
tude? This plank was a palpable ut- 
teinpt to catch votes. 

He referred to Mr. Martin's extraor- 
dinary statement that the board of trade 
of Victoria had Id inches of moss on its 
back. What chance had he in this com- 
munity after that statement? He ([uoted 
from a letter written by a man who 
know Martin, who said Martin belonged 
to the "raise hell party." •'(Laughter.) 
But Mr. Martin's plea that he was an 
advcicate of economy was a little incon- 
sistent. Wliy did lie not conie forward 
with a suggestion to reduce his own 
salary and thai of his other miiiistersV 
He had no hesitation in discharging a 
young lady typewriter in his eniiiloy. 
Again, he simke of the Torrens Act — the 
present act was equally as good. It had 
been in existeiire for -Kl years, ami was 
in every way a success. Mr. .Martin 
endeavors in draw the wool over the 
eyes of the peDpIr by bis iiroinise nf a 
better act. .Mr. McPhillips concluded 
by saying that -Mr. .Martin's caudidati'S 
had no chan('e of success on the Island, 
and the Premier would not be elected in 
A'ancoiiver. (.Viiplaiise.) 

-Mr. Peti-rs. the next speaker, was 
loudly cheered. They had beard so 
much practical information from the pre- 
vious speakers that he felt he had but 
little to say. But to him it appeared 
that the politics of British Columbia 
were in a frightful muddle. There was 
a plethora uf parties. And Mr. Martin 
says he has the only solid party. The 
party is solid all right (langliter) and on 
.lane !) it would be left in a solid little 
chunk behind. (Renewed laughter.) 
There was no doubt, perhaps, that Mr. 
Turner would like to be premier, and the 
same could be said of Mr. Martiu and 
Mr. Mackiiitosli, and others in the prov- 
ince had siiiiilar aspirations. But on oue 
point all those leaders and all those par- 
ties were agreed— there must be no more 
Martiaism in British Columbia. (Ap- 
plause.) lie had made that remark be- 
fore at a meeting on the Mainland, and 
the government thought it was such n 
dangerous admi.-ision on his part that 
they got a pamphlet printed quoting bim 
as saying so. But it was right, and bo 
would say it again. Mr. Martin himself 
was not such a " bad " man— not a dan- 
gerous opponent to meet face to face on 
the platform. Ho made use ot his wild 
and extravagant statements whou his 
opponents wore out of the way. (A 
Voiee— "No.") No? Well, he would 
prove it to them. He came before them 
and said his was a good government with 
a good policy. When ho counts up his 
supporters lie mmibers among them Mr. 
W. W. B. -Mclnnes, of Xanaiiuo. Mr. 
Mclnnes, on hearing this, immediately 
said: " This is the most damning charge 
that could tie brought against me." 
iLaiighter iiiid applause.) 

But there was one great and important 
iinesiiun for the electors to decide on 
,luiie 'J— shall the people of this country 
be guvereiieil by one man or by them- 
selves'.' lie had heard the point put very 
neatly the other day. It was not, had 
saiil the speaker he referred to, tt ques- 
tion of the government owuenihip of rail- 
ways, but a question of private OAvner- 
ship of goverumi'ut. (Laughter and loud 
applause.) That Wtta the question the 
people must now decide. .Mr. Martiu 
says he regards nobody but himself. 
Look at the manner iu .which ho formed 
his governiuent. It was an accident the 
taking in of Mr. Yatu>s, the Minister of 
Finuuce; it was an accident by which he 
found Mr. Beebe, and it waa the gresitest 
HVvidvili Qt l*l| bis tukiug jn of .Mr. Ry- 
der. (Laughter.) And when those uieu 
entered the governmuuL what did they 
find? Were they consulted about the 
platform? No— they found it cut and 
dried for them by Mr. Martiu and they 
were force(i to swallow it. And now 
Mr. Curtis, a member of the govem- 
lueui was going around the country bay- 
ing he was not quite so sure of Mr. Mar- 
tin and his piattorm! Mr. Ryder, when 
that genllemun took charge of his de- 
partmeal across the Bay, said he had 
no dilllcully in running his department. 
All he had to do, he said, was to touch a 
button over there and a tyewriter eame, 
and a button over there and a clerk ran 
in. (Fproarous laughter.) And Mr. 
Ityue." fouml at latst he had no dilllcully 
iu running out himself! (Renewed 
laughter.) 

Taking up the question of the govern- 
ment ownership of railways, Mr. Petera 
explained to the audience the disister 
which had ovcrtakeu the .Maritime Prov- 
inces by experiinentiug in that direction. 
In his province, I'rince Edwaril Island, 
Iho goveruaieiit before Confederation had 
buiii a government railroad. And what 
wa.-i the result V The province was made 
bankrupt and forced to go cra-wliug on 
its hands and knees asking' to be taken 
into the Diaiiinion. With the result, eaid 
the speaker, that I'rince Edward Islaiiil 
i>nten.'d Confederation on poorer terms 
than any oilier iiroviiuc in the Doiuiu- 
ioii. A point against tlie goverunieiit 
ownership of railways was that the gov- 
(.'rniiieiit could always be depended upon 
to spend .'ji^ to every Ijil spent by a private 
company in their construction, and be 



assert: themselves and on June 0th put 
thb 'whMe crowd 'of incompetents out of 
office. 

Mr. Hall was greeted warmly. He 
thanked the, liidies-^or - turning out so, 
largely. At thd'.moetiiig the other night 
an attempt' w'as ii5ade to discredit hint 
by saying he was runuing as a Liberal- 
Conservative. He was ruuiiing for the 
bctit interests of British Columbia. (Ap- 
plause.) lie would accept as his asso- 
ciates any men whatever their position 
in lederal politics as long as they stood 
for the good of the country. Mr. Hall 
took up the principal planks in Mr. Mar- 
tin's platform and pointed out Lheir fal- 
lacies. In regard to Mongolian labor, it 
was necciisari- not only to have Chinese 
and Japanese kept out, but also cheap 
labor of all kinds. (Aliiilause.) Mr. Mar- 
tin professes to be a friend of the work- 
ingman. He (the speaker) was a work- 
ingman, and would have been willing to 
relinquish his sessional allowance if ro- 
trenohmeut was uecessary, but they did 
not see anything of that kind on Mr. 
Martin's part. He was opposed to the 
government ownership of railways. If 
thu Coaat-Kootonny railway were built 
by Martin it would share the fate ot the 
Red Iliver Valley railway— be gobbled by 
one of the big corporo/tions. The road 
was a necessity, but it must be gone 
about in a proper manner. Capitalists 
must have some assistance from the gov- 
eru.ment; and by a convincing argument 
the speaker showed that the present sys- 
teni was the safe and fair one. He clos- 
ed by asking for the supi>ort of the elec- 
tors for himself and friends. .Mr. Mar- 
tin was an uas^ate man and would not 
istay long in any goverumont. (Applause.) 
MR, HELMCKEN. 

Mr. Ilelincken was greeted -witli 
cheers. The hour was late and he would 
make li;s remarks brief. The time had 
now arrived for action, so far as he was 
eoui-eraed lu; had only om? ixiint in view, 
jiislice to all cbissw of the community. 
He would iiol speak at length on the 
.Miingiiliaii question— -but there was one 
branch of the question which he would 
impress on his hearers, namely, the uii- 
desirability of holding too extravagant 
notions in regurd to the imwcrs of the 
province, 
holds itsc

provincial rights oijy such legislation 
should be luissed which would be backed 
by the full Canadian sentiment. 'Un- 
questionably the matter would be adjust- 
ed fairly*and easily by the Imperial ati- 
ihoritics.

Their attendance was al- 
ways welcome and without any doui)t 
had an oxcollent efCoet. lie was again 
before them as a candidate, although 
some time since he had not tliought of 
coming out on the present occasion. How- 
ever, lais friond.s liud pressed tlie matter 
upon him and lie liad placed himself in 
the hands of a workiugiiicii'.s comiiiittoc. 
A platform harl lioun prepared stating 
liis position upon the many questions of 
Interest of the day. 'J'liesc ho then went 
into seriatim, deilveriiig a well consider- 
ed address, which wats listened to with 
the greatest attention and satisfaction. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. llry- 
den pointed out the unfortunate position 
in whicli the province now found itself. 
This might not nil be Mr. Martin's fault, 
but there could be no doubt that his iii- 
lluence in the s('S:<iiiii of 180!) Iiad been 
a dominant one and prejudicial to the 
general %\eal. At that time he had been 
.Vttorney-Cienoral and of the acts com- 
ing through his department over a dozen 
had been disavowed as unconstitutional. 
This had had a great effect npnn that 
stable position in which the Turner gov- 
•ernment had left nlfairs. The policy of 
that government had been a progressive 
one and the ccimtry had been in a much 
better state generally had that party re- 
mained in power. 

Ho then referred to the charge, which 
had appeared in tbo public prcsn, that a 
•week before in that' very hall I\Ir. Mc- 
Innes had rclerred to him as a coward 
ready ti stab bin. behind his back. This 
Mr. Melniies now lienied and had that 
■denial come so<iiici' it had iiroveiitcil many 
other personal rerereiices. and tlicre lli^: 
niallir inusi be al!..W(Ml to dnip. 

.Mr. I'rydcn tlien made some niddesl re- 
ferences U> Ills pai-t ri'cord. lie bad en- 
deavored to keep the |jroniises that lie 
liad maTle then at tiie time of his last 
eb'.'tioii and had tried to tlii' ntniosl of 
his power to forward tlu' wcll-bi-inu' of 
the district. Ujioii this record lie sloml, 
IrusliiiL' that it \vas so satiisl'aftory to 
the voters that tlicy wouM au-ain dn liiiii 
tile !ioi."T oi making him ihfir voprc- 
seiitative for another tcriii. -Sir. Hrydea's 
appeal was well received, and he sat 
down amidst prolonged applause. 

.Mr. Mclnne.s then took the floor and 
was greeted with a flattering reception 
He began by twitting his .opponent at 
some length upon the. number of his 
friends who hnij come up from Victoria 
to his assistance. These, he laughingly 
diaracteri^ed as the big battery, to which 
as Mr. Bberts catered the hall, some one 
in the hall shouted "Long Tom" must 
now.. be adHed. This group of auxiliaries 
Mr. Mclnnes went on to term political 
whitewashers without whom Mr. Bryden 
feared to confront him. (Laughter from 
all sides.) From this rally the speaker 
turned to the subject of r^iiponsihlo gov- 
ernment, but when asked what that was, 
refused to define it, claiming that the 
subjtH:t must bo loft to Mr. Lugrin, in i 
whose bonnet it had cettled as a bee. j 

It has been stated that he was a Martin 
candidate, the rremicr having claimed ] 
him as such at Alberni. However, Mr. j 
Martin wtis not in a position to speak i 
for him. He could do tliat for himticlf, j 
and proceeded to assure the audience 
that there were no Martin candidates out 
in either North or South Nanairao or in | 
Comox. He then read a letter from Mr. 
"Slartib, written, a^month or rnorp,; ago, | 



in which the rreinier expressed regret 
that the speaker had not come out 
straight in his favor. To tliis .Mr. .\lc- 
Iiiiies added fliat he had never by word 
or letter committed liinis(>lr to tlu' gov- 
eriinient party, nor authorized any oiu- 
else to do so on his lielialr. 11c refused, 
liiiwevor, to state which way he would 
vote when a waiit-ol'-conlideiice nintion 
in till.' Martin goveruineiit would be m- 
triidueed in the liouse. It had been said 
that uiion this lie iiiiist vote with Martin 
to save hisTlither's neck, but his father, 
he claimed, had already notified Ottawa 
that he was tired of the job. 

Mr. Dunsmuir— No, no; he will hang 
on to the salary." 

Mr. Mclnnes— You, sir, and your 
friends hung on to the salary with tooth 
and nail in your own day." 

He then turned to the Moiignlian ([ues- 
tion, cJaiining that this was the chief is- 
sue oF the day. Upon this he claimed 
for himself a more satisfactory record 
than that of hit* opponent. .Mr. Bryden, 
anil denied that iu returning from Ot- 
tawa he was shirking his duty upon this 
great iiuestion. Ottawa might be the 
only place that could legislate against 
the entry into the ccnmlry of these Asiat- 
ics, but he had .Mr. l.anrier's word that 
iioiliiii;,' would be done there on that line 
and so he had seiMi tit to return to the 
('o;ist to carry on tlic struggle in the 
loeal house. This he niirpiiseil doiiii; by 
iiu roduciiig legislation which would 
drive the Ciiinese out of difrereiit, siilieres 
of eiiipioyiueiit by taxing them if they 
engaged in it, as servants were taxed in 
the old country. 

He claimed to stand fm- llie principles 
of government ownership of railways, 
sayin;; that through these cheaper rates 
u-oiilii be given. There was no ehanee of 
either of thetic becoming political ma- 
chines as by a commission they could bo 
carried on "most fairly. Kegarding the 
cost, the added taxation should not fall 
upon the farmers, as he claimed that the 
coal hinds might he made to boar their 
share of the burdens. In Nova Scotia 
the revenue was largely raised from 
royalties npon coal nnd, if he were re- 
turned he Would promfse them that the 
big cheques of ilr. Uimsmuir would be 
added to those of the Nanaimo and 
Crow's Nest minos, to swell the coffers 
of the province. 

Mr. Slolnnes then attacked Mr. Bry- 
den for his sileiiee in the house. There 
he wa.s tseldom heard from and could not j 
liroperly represeui them as a member. 
He (the speaker) was the friend of the 
workiiigmen, and as Kuch was sure that 
tliev would return him upon polling day. 
(Clicers.) 

Upon Mr. Turner rising to speak, wlieii 
the applause that greeted him had sub- 
sided, he" was interrnpted by criet^ of 
"louder, louder." To tills the veteran 
statesman niilied that he did not regret 
that lie had not the wind of the gentle- 
man who iiad just '^al dewii. but if the 
tolk at the ba<d; of the hall (where Mr. 
.Mrliiiie.s' fi-rends were assenibleil) would 
lie a little less noisy all would be able to 
he.ai- him iiuile well. ^Ir. .Mclnnes had 
rattler shirked the question of respoUHilile 
goverunient, but he liad not been so shy 
about shirking liis duty to the peiipl(? as 
there representative at (>ttawa and hur- 
r.vim; back here to attempt to prop up 
the most unconstitutional efforts of his 
father and his ailvLsers. 

In 18!).S the Governor had usurped. the 
rights of the people, and on his own re- 
sponsibility had dismissed the then gov- 
ernment, when the bald election returns 
had been but 19 to 10. and before the 
representatives of the people bad been 
called together to decide upon that very 
mutter. Again, the present crisis had 
arisen from nn eiiually arbitrary course. 
Mr. Martin liad not been (dected to otllce. 
He had not gone back to his constituency 
upon being called to power. He had 
picked up ministers and dropped them 
when he pleased, and hud administered 
the affairs of the province through men 
who had never been chosen by the voice 
nf the people; indeed, some of them 
had been rao.st markedly rejected by the 
people when on past occasions they 
had souglit tlie public suffrages. The 
rights of the people had been trodden 
under foot. Mr. Mclnnes had cried out 
about his " holding on to power," but 
the late gov<!rnment, when Mr. Martin 
had been in office, had gone farther than 
that. They had manufactured their 
majority by acts of parliament. For 
bis old party Mr. Turner claimed that 
they had done all in their power to bring 
about friendly relations between capital 
and labor, and in so doing had such 
marked success that the credit . of the 
province had been raised to 104,' and so 
stood third amongst the colonies of the 
Empire. But this »ood credit had soon 
been dissipated by their successors. 
Solemn contracts had been repudiated, 
nnd by IS^ the public of England had 
lost their confidence in the province to 
such an extent that only 3 per cent, of 
the loan of that year had been sub- 
scribed by the people of the Old Country. 
Nova Scotia's credit had. risen abpiit two 
points, but that of British Columbia had 
almost disappeared. 

In 1898 Mr. Martin .had been, most 
prominent, and he and'.hisitheai friend,* 
had circulated many charges tagainst the 
speaker nnd his followers, promising, if 
returned, to investigate the matters on 
the floor of the house. ■ TOey, did .indeed 



get into power, but they never had the 
maiiliuess to make gocid their words. 
They did, however, iiiawgur.ite a policy 
under which the province had severely 
siilfered. This degradation -Mr. Mclnnes 
was atteiniiling to iiicri'ase. In many 
indirect ways and statenieuts he was 
endeavoring to stir up trouble, to antag- 
onize labor and capital. 

A \ oice — Labor is capital. 

Mr. Turner— Certainly it is, but if the 
laboring men attempt to keep out capi- 
tal, they are not only retarding the de- 
velopment of the resources of the 
province, but they are keeping wages 
down as well. Mr. Mclnnes claims, 
too, that he is not a friend of Premier 
Martin (cries of "No! No!" and "Yes! 
Yes!") but of one thing there is no doubt. 
His words are vefy uncertain. Ho 
knows that his father is in danger of 
losing his oiiiee, and as u dutiful son he 
cannot go back on his father's favorite. 
His statements are not clear cut on this 
lioiiit. (.Vpplauso.) He does, however, 
accept -Mr. Martin's platform. He joins 
him in the issues of Mongolian labor 
and government ownership of railways, 
the two chief points in the Martin stand. 
These he would place fur before the 
serious nuoslion of responsible govern- 
ment, which is for all of us the most 
vitul one at issue. However, look at 
government railways. There is one in 
Prince Edward Iriand. It is an old- 
fashioned concern, and is run at a loss. 
In New Zealand, too, they averaged in 
cost some $37,800 per mile, in spite of 
the fact that railway biiildiug in those 
beautiful valleys in an easy matter. 
The roads there, too, are both slow and 
lacking iu Unit management which 
marks, the lines of this continent. For 
these New Zealand borrowed largely, 
paying no less than 5 per cent., when 
charges and sinking fund are included, 
and in spite of high rates and exorbitant 
fares they have never paid more tlian 
314 per cent, by way of proCt. Mr. Mc- 
lnnes says that the government lines on 
the continent of Europe arc run with 
military precision, but then they are iu 
military possession, too. Their chief 
characteristics are militarism and dis- 
comfort to the traveller. 

The previous evening Mr. Mclnnes 
had, as he had again just now, twitted 
Mr. Bryden for not making speeches. 
But he would assure them that speeches 
were often very cheap. Neither did 
they go very far in parliament. In Eng- 
land, at Ottawa or in Victoria other 
abilities were more highly recognized. 
The wordy froth never accomplished 
very nuicii, while sterling men of Mr. 
Bryden's worth were ever recognized as 
nuui of power, whose ends were usually 
obtained. Mr. Mclnnes had made his 
remarkable speeclRrf at Ottawa, but 
what had he done for his people V Even 
now he was found deserting his post. 

(.Mr. Turner was here persistently in- 
terrupted by the noisy coterie in the 
fartlier corner of the hallj.

During his adminis- 
tration they had buiit railways, and that 
carefully, SO that the revenue of tlie 
province had risen from ijSlOO.OOO to
